the jury at 10:80 o’clock.

son shook hands with each of the 
jurors and with Judge Fort before 
whom the case was tried and immedi­ 
ately left the courtroom with his wife. 
He was escorted to his home by 
Deputy Sheriff Fred McDuff. Prayer 
and the reading of the Bible aided 
the jury at arriving at their verdict, 
according to a statement made by T. 
A. Lappage, foreman of the jury, 
this morning. 
“A fervent and upright Christian, 
who was a member of the venire, ad­ 
vised thqt we resort to prayer before 
attempting to decide upon Stephen­ 
son’s guilt or innocence. 
We did and 
arrived at our verdict,” Lappage said. 
Rev. and Mrs. Stephenson, 
when 
seen at their home this morning de­ 
clared that it was their intention to 
remain 
in 
Birmingham for several 
days and then leave for a short visit 
with relatives. 
“We are both so happy and are toe 
busy enjoying each other’s company 
to make any specific plans for the fu­ 
ture,” the minister declared. 
The 
whereabouts of their daughter, Ruth, 
Gussman, is unknown to either Steph­ 
enson or his wife, according to state­ 
ments made by the parents this morn­ 
ing.

in Alabama was established by the

Selma is now recognized as the lead­ 
ing dairy section of the South. There 
are two creameries in Selma, one of 
which paid to the farmers in 1020 
$500,000 for dairy products. 
Con­ 
densing and evaporating equipment 
has been installed by -each of thesü 
creameries, cne of them having a ca­ 
pacity of 126,000 pounds of milk per 
day. 
. . 
From 
the beginning of dairying 
around Selma the farmers and dairy­ 
men have largely formed the ha^it of 
selling whole mlik and 
creameries 
have established a reputation for sell­ 
ing sweet cream all over the South, 
shipping in car lots to Jacksonville, 
New Orleans and Atlanta, and mak­ 
ing smaller shipments to other cities 
and towns. 
Providing for the care of surplus 
milk when weather and other condi­ 
tions reduce the demand for sweet 
cream, the Selma creamery company 
installed in the ealy summer of 1921 
cheese making equipment and has al­ 
ready demonstrated that it is practi­ 
cal to manufacture cheese in Ala- 
ma. This creamery has a capacity 
of 1,800 pounds of cheese per day. 
The last creamery to open in Ala­ 
bama was opened at Aliceville, June 
15, 1921, and the third week after it 
opened 2,000 pounds of butter were 
made. 
The first two and one-half 
months of operation 23,000 pounds of 
butter had been made by this cream­ 
ery, and numerous customers secured 
for its products. 
To some extent dairying in Ala­ 
bama is perhaps being promoted and 
conducted on a little different scale 
to that of many other states. Dairy 
Specialist William Haydie, of the Ala­ 
terna Extension Service, who is him­ 
self a practical and highly trained 
dairyman, has urged the farmers in 
every section of the state to get start­ 
ed in dairying, but not in dairying 
alone. 
He is particularly interested 
in getting each farmer in the state' to 
milk from three to six cows, using his 
feed, and thereby receive enough 
ryoney ftom the sale of dairy products ‘ 
to pay the operating expenses of the 
farm with perhaps some surplus cash 
for other purposes. Therefore dairy 
farmers are increasing very rapidly 
in Alabama, and this increase in gen­ 
eral throughout the state. 
The fiisi of January, 1921, there 
were three shippers of cream in Col­ 
bert county, and now there are more 
than 35... Recently two excellent reg­ 
istered bulls were shipped into the 
R$y.
